In an effort to m ake the increas­ 
ing areas of state-ow ned land serve 
a U seful purpose, state planning 
boards in these states have been 
asked by the

com m ittee to estabti*h local advi*- 
ory comm ittees to c operate in a 
joint lederal 
and 
state 
program 
These com m ittees, governm ent in­ 
vestigators said, would present spe­ 
cific problems, Including possible 
local 
w ater conservation 
projects 
and plans for the control and use 
of underground and surface waters 
All four state-, lack legislation 
authorizing county zoning, through 
which large areas can be restricted 
to appropriate u*es. 
The problem of m aking

owned land serve useful purposes
